1. Claims 1-7, 10-12, and 15-21 are pending in tliis application. All the pending 
claims are allowed. 

2. The following Is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Claims 1 -7, 1 0-1 2, and 1 5-21 are allowed after the Examiner Interview on 
December 2, 2009 with Attorney (Johnny Ma) and in view of the Applicant's 
Arguments/Remarks made in Amendment filed on September 21 , 2009. In conclusion. 
Applicant's arguments are persuasive. 

4. An updated search did not identify any references that disclose the claimed 
invention, or could be reasonable to combine with Nafeh (U.S. Patent Application 
Publication No.2002/00691 55) and General Accounting Office ("Catastrophe Insurance 
Risks, The Role of Risk-Linked Securities and Factors Affecting Their Use") references. 
For this reason, independent claims 1,10, and 15 and dependent claims 2-7, 11-12, 16- 
21 are allowed.
